HEARST LOSES CALIFORNIA. 


Test Vote on Organization of Conven- 
tion Goes Against Him. 


SANTA CRUZ, Cal., May 16,—At the 
opening to-day of the California Democrat- 
ic Convention to choose delegates to the 
National Conyention, William R. Hearst 
failed to gain control of the assemblage, 
‘by @ vote of 367 to 345. 

The test was on the selection of a tem- 
porary Chairman. Frank H. Gould of San 
Francisco, formerly Speaker of the Cali- 
fornia Assembly and geader of the delegates 
who are opposed to Hearst as a candidate 
for President, was elected Chairman over 
ex-Lieut. Gov.. W. T. Jeter of Santa Cruz, 
Hearst's candidate. 

This complexion of the convention, itis 
said, will preclude the sending to the Na- i 
tional Convention of a delegation instructed 
for Hearst. Gould’s election was brought 
about by the vote of the San Francisco 
delegation.

NIU-CHWANG, May 16—(Evening.)— 
The Russians were surprised by the ap- 
pearance of the enemy at Kai-Chau, 2 
miles south of Yin-Kow, (the seaport of 
Niu-Chwang,) this morning. 

They were expecting the Yalu Army. 

Nine transports assisted by the Navy, 
landed 100 soldiers, and the remainder 
will land to-night and to-morrow. The 
number of the Japanese force is not 
known.

REPORT OF A BIG BATTLE. 


Japanese Said to be Pressing Attack on 
Port Arthur. 

LONDON, May 17.—The Shanghai corre- 
spondent of The Morning Post, cabling 
under date of May 16, says that according 
to native reports from Port.Arthur the 
Japanese are vigorously besieging ‘the fort- 
ress night and day by land and sea; that 
sixty Japanese warships and transports 
have been sighted in Blackney Bay, and 
that heavy firing has been heard in Kin- 
Chow Bay.

CHE-FOO, May 16.—A combined land and 
sea attack on Port Arthur is expected to 
take place between May 20 and May 23. 

The Japanese hope to’ occupy Port Dalny 
within a few days.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 16.—The Jap- 
anese evidently are, determined that there 
shall not.be any further rail communica- 
tion between Gen. Kuropatkin and Port Ar- 
thur. Official advices received to-day by 
the General Staff say the Japanese have 
destroyed fifty miles of the railroad north 
of Kin-Chow. 

No resistance was made by the Russians, 
who are gradually abandoning it on the 
Japanese approach. 

Col. Spiridorof of the Amur Railroad 
Battafion is seeking to render the rail- 
road as useless as possible to the enemy 
by removing the switches and otherwise 
disabling the road. ‘ 

The Russians are retiring because of the 
approich of the ‘Japanese columns sent 
westward by ‘Gen. Kuroki immediately af- 
ter the occupation of Feng-Wang-Cheng.

MINE SINKS JAPANESE CRUISER. 


Several of the Miyako’s Crew Killed and 
Wounded in Kerr Bay. 


TOKIO, May 16.—The Japanese dispatch 
boat Miyako has been destroyed by strik- 
ing a submerged mine while- assisting in 
the operations of clearing the Russian 
mines from Kerr Bay, northeast of- Talien- 

van Bay, on which Port Dalny is situated. 
There were twenty-four casualties. 

Admiral Kataoka (Commander of the 
Third Squadron) returned there Sunday 
with a detachment of his squadron, -pro- 
tecting two flotillas of torpedo boats which 


had been detailed to complete sweeping the | 


harbor by the removal of mines, 

Five mines were discovered and exploded 
and the work was being suspended for the 
day when the Miyako Struck an undiscovered 
mine, which exploded with tremendous force 
under her stern, on-the port side, and. in- 
flicted immiense damage on the hull. The 
Miyako sank in. twenty-two minutes. Two 
sailors were killed and twenty-two men 
were wounded. _ The rest of te crew were 
rescued. 

Admiral Kataoka reports that the Rus- 
sians withdrew from ‘Robinson Point, 
(northeast of’ Kerr’ Bay, which adjoins 
Talienwan Bay) May 12, but ‘they erected 
a temporary fort on a_height northeast 
of Taku Mountain,’ where they mounted 
six guns and _ constructed’ protecting 
trenches. The’ véssels of Admiral Kataoka's 
Squadron shelled the Russians throughout 
Sunday, but the latter stubbornly retained 
their position. 

The Japanese flotillas while sweeping the 
bay were exposed to the Russian fire all 
day, but continued their. work uninjured.

PEKING, May 16.—In order further to 
allay apprehension, China is addressing 
an identical note to the foreign “Ministers 
in Peking, renewing her declaration of 
neutrality and informing them that she 
has issued instructions to all Chinese 
Ministers abroad to communicate: this 
declaration to the Governments to which 
they are respectively accredited. 

An imperial edict also is to be issued, 
again enjoining all Chinese to continue 
the strict observance of neutrality.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 16.-—-The Chi- 
nese Minister here has given Foreign Min- 
ister Lamsdorff fresh assurances of the 
purpose of his Government not to violate 
its neutrality and to preserve tranquillity 
throughout the empire. 

These assurances, which are based on dis- 
patches received from the Chinese Foreign 
Office and Viceroy Yuan-Shi-Kai, the Com- 
mander in Chief ‘of. the; Chinese forces, set 
forth in the most positive terms that there 
is absolutely no ‘ground to believe that 
China will depart from her proclaimed at- 
titude. 

‘‘ While there has not been the slightest 
fear that the peace of the empire would 
be disturbed or that my Government would 
intervene in the war,” said the Chinese 
Minister to the correspondent of The Asso- 
ciated Press, “it was still deemed wise to 
communicate to Peking and Viceroy Yuan- 
Shi-Kai the sensational rumors’ ¢itculafing 
in Europe. : 

“Viceroy Yuan-Shi-Kai telegraphed that 
the rumors of impehdéing uprisings were 
without foundation and assured me that a 
repetition of the Boxer revolt of 1900 was 
impossible. 

“The Viceroy is a strong man, who can 
be depended upon to preserve order. The 
mass of the army, consisting of 10,000 
men, is distributed in small detachments 
throughout the vast territory which indu- 
bitably is under Chinese control. Its duty 
is to maintain peace and see that neutral 
territory is not violated by either belliger- 
ent.”’ 

The Minister was not advised of the at- 
tack of the Governor of Foo-Chow (Liao- 
Tung Peninsula) on the coal mines at Port 
Adams. He thinks the circumstances are 
misunderstood and that it will be found 
that there was no intention to commit an 
act of hostility against Russia. 

Nor was the Minister informed of the re- 
ported Chinese attacks og Russian troops 
in Manchuria, for which, even if they oc- 
curred, China could not be held responsible 
as the region is comprised in the theatre of 
war, which is specifically exempted from 
Chinese jurisdiction. 


CHINESE GOVERNOR LED ATTACK. 


Officials Helped Loot Coal Mines—Rus- 
sian Fights with Bandits. 


LIAO-YANG, May 16.—Further details of 
the attack made May 14 by Chinese soldiers 
upon the railway coal mines ‘occupied by 
the Russian administrative force near Port 
Adams show that the troops were the body- 
guard of the Governor of Foo-chow, who 
led the attack in person and was attended 
by fifteen Chinese officials, 

The Governor ordered the arrest and be- 
heading of the Chinese miners. The Rus- 
sians were stripped and driven off naked. 
their property was looted, and 20,000 tons of 
coal were destroyed. A detachment of 
Japanese troops had passed the coal mines 
the previous day, but did not touch them, 
regarding them as private property. 


RUSSIA ARMING NEW SHIPS._ 


Squadron for Far East Not Likely to 
Sail Till September." 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 16.—Thé Orel 
arrived to-day at Cronstadt, making the 
third battleship of the squadron destined 
for the Far East which has arrived there 
to receive an equipment of guns. The bat- 
tleship Alexander III. has already been 
commissioned, and the battlship Borodino 
is receiving her main battery. 
The Souvaroff is the only battleship un- 
der construction to be assigned to the Far 


East, and she was promised for delivery 
last month. 

Batteries are being installed on the pro- 
tected cruisers Jemtchug and Izumrud, 

Despite this progress Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky says that there will be no 
hurry for the voyage to the Far East, and 
that he does not expect to arrive in the 
Pacific before September at the earliest. 


ANGLO-RUSSIAN RELATIONS. 


St. Petersburg’s Deep Interest in New 
British Ambassador’s Mission. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 16.—Sir Charles 
Hardinge, the new British Ambassador to 
Russia, arrived in St. Petersburg this aft- 
ernoon. As soon as the Emperor returns to 
St. Petersburg Sir Charles will present his 
credentials, and at the same time deliver 
a speech which it is &xpéectéd will ¥éveal, 
guardedly of course, the object of his 
mission, Which is generally known.to be 
the establishment of better relations be- 
tween Russia and Great Britain. The au- 
thorities here attach considerable import- 
ance to the prospective declaration, as ow- 
ing to the Ambassador’s relations with 
King Edward it will be regarded as being 
as much an expression of the views of his 
Majesty as of the British Government. 

A well-informed diplomat said to-day to 
the correspondent of The Associated Press: 

“King Edward wishes to bring about a 
change in Anglo-Russian relations such as 
was realized by the agreement between 
Great Britain and France. In spite of the 


belief elsewhere, this is a no more difficult 
task than _was-accomplished in Paris and 
London. We believe Sir Charles Hardinge’s 
mission is to reach an ‘understanding: with 
Russia whereby will be defined ‘their re- 
spective spheres of influence in Asia, 
ag the Anglo-French convention defined 
théir distinct spheres in Africa. One o 
the most important subjects of negotiations 
is the reduction of grmaments on the In- 
dian frontier, whi now constitute an 
enormous and useless expenditure for both 
countries."* ‘

475-MILE DRIVE IN LABRADOR 


Travelers and Their Burden Taken 
from Battle Harbor to Wesleyville, 
N. F., by a Sealing Steamer. 


ST. JOHN'S, N. F. May 16.—The sealing 
steamer Aurora, which hag been landing 
machinery for the whale factory at Cape 
Charles, Labrador, returned to Wesleyville, 
100 miles north of here, this morning, bring- 
ing the body of Leonidas Hubbard, Jr., 
assistant editor of Outing, who perished: 
in the interior of Labrador last October 
while on an exploring expedition. 

The Aurora also brought Hubbard’s com- 
panions, Dillon Wallace, a lawyer of New 
York, and Frank Elson, a half-breed guide. 

Wallace and Elson, with Mr. Hubbard’s 
body in a coffin on a dog-sled, left the 
Hudson Bay Company’s trading post at 
Northwest River on March 3 with a party 
of half-breeds and dogs conveying stores. 
They proceeded south along the Labrador 
coast, travel in the interior being impossi- 
ble owing to the lack of shelter from the 
frequent fierce snowstorms. 

They journeyed through all the fishing 
harbors along the coast finding shelter. 
with the settlers when possible and mak- 
ing from eight to ten miles daily. 

The party reached Battle Harbor, on the 
outer extremity of the Straits of Belle 
Isle, on Thursday last, after traveling for 
over two months and covering a distance 
of 475 miles. Ninety-four dogs were in 
commission during that period. 

At Battle Harbor is a mission hospital 
where the party stopped and where it 
was learned that the sealing steamer Au- 
rora was in the vicinity. They’ secured 
passage on the Aurora to this port, Capt. 
Abraham Kean kindly going to Battle Har- 
bor for them. 

Wallace and Elson are in splendid health. 
The body of Mr. Hubbard was excellently 
preserved owing to the intense cold of the 
past winter, which still prevailed in the 
waters traversed by the Aurora in the 
past two days. The vessel entered the har- 
bor of Wesleyville this morning and report- 
ed the sad news. It is expected that she 
will reach this harbor to-morrow. 


RIVER VICTIM IDENTIFIED. 


Body Found In the Hackensack Was 
That of Miss Baumer, a Seamstress. 


The woman whose body was found float- 
ing in the Hackensack River on Sunday 
was identified last night through a diamond 
ring as Miss Flora H. Baumer, a seam- 
stress. She disappeared mysteriously last 
February from her home at 251 Virginia 
Street, Jersey City. 

The identification Was made by a woman 
who came from the Heights section of 
Brooklyn and is said to be the wife of a 
Wall Street broker. Owing to the condi- 
tion of the body, the caller at the Jersey 
City Morgue could not identify it until she 
saw a diamond ring on the left hand. Then 
she exclaimed: 

“That's Flora! I can tell her by the ring. 
Her sister gave it to her at Christmas.” 

Later the Morgue was visited by two other 


women, who said they were sisters of the 
river victim. They recognized the clothin 
and jewelry as that which their sister ha 
worn at the time of her disappearance. 
Then théy~hurried away to bear the sad 
news to their aged mother. 

Miss Baumer, according to her sisters, 
was forty years old and c r'Trorh ' St. 
Louis five years ago with her mé@ther and 
four sisters. After settling in Jersey City, 
she and her sister ae opened a shirt- 
waist factory in West Bergen. While one 
sister managed the factory the other did 
sewing for wealthy families in New York 
ant. rooklyn, going to their homes to 
work. 


McADOO RAPS TIGHE. 


The Discharge of Women in Court 
“ Extraordinary,” He Declares. 


Police Commissioner McAdoo severely 
criticised Magistrate Tighe of Brooklyr 
yesterday for discharging disorderly woe 
men arrested in Brooklyn near the bridge 
by “plain-clothes”’ pelicemen sent over 
from Manhattan. Magistrate Tighe, in the 
Adams Street Court, he said, told the wo- 
men simply to ‘‘run home and be good,” 
and then roundly scolded the detectives for 
arresting them, although, the Commission 
er insisted, there was ample evidence.

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SUPREME COURT BARS TURNER. 


Upholds Constitutionality of the Immi- 
gration Law Under Which His De- 
portation Was Ordered, 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—In an opinion 
written by Chief Justice Fuller, the United 
States Supreme Court to-day sustained the 
action of the immigration authorities at 
the Port of New York in ordering the de- 
portation of the Englishman Turner, al- 
leged to be an Anarchist. 

The Chief Justice said in his opinion that 
Turner did not himself deny that he was an 
Anarchist, The opinion upheld the law for 
the exclusion of Anarchists and affirmed 
the decision of the Circuit Court for the 
Southern District of New York, which re- 
fused a writ of habeas corpus to Turner. 

Chief Justice Fuller in his opinion first 
reviewed the facts in the case, including the 
claim of Turner that he is a lecturer on 
sociological questions and an Anarchist in 
theory merely. He then referred to the 
fact that Turner's counsel attacked the im- 
migration law as unconstitutional, on the 
ground that it is in contravention of the 
First, Fifth, and Sixth Amendments and 
also of Section 1 of the Constitution, and 
because ‘“‘no power is delegated by the 
Constitution to the General Government 
over alien friends with reference -to’ their 
admission into the United States or other- 
wise, or over the beliefs of citizens, deni- 
zens, sojourners, or aliens, or over the 
freedom of speech or of the press,” 

All of these contentions -~were negatived 
by the decision of the Chief Justice, who 
said, among other things: 

** Whether rested on the accepted prin- 
ciple of international law that every sov- 
ereign nation has the power, as inherent 
in sovereignty and essential to self-preser- 
vation, to forbid the entrance of foreigners 
within its dominions, or to admit them 
only in such cases and on such conditions as 
it may see fit to prescribe, or on the power 
to regulate commerce with foreign nations, 
which includes the entrance of ships, the 
importation of goods, and the bringing of 
persons into the ports of the United States, 
the act before us is not open to constitu- 
tional objection. Nor is the manner in 
which Congress has exercised the right, 
although when such a case arises the ob- 
jection may be taken.” 

The Chief Justice also expresses the sur- 
prise of the court that exception should be 
taken to the law on the ground that it is 
obnoxious to the Constitutional provision 
prohibiting the abridgment of freedom of 
_— the exercise of religious privileges, 

c 


“It has,” he said, ‘‘no reference to an 
establishment of religion nor does it pro- 
hibit the free exercise thereof nor abridge 
the freedom of speech or of the. press, ‘nor 
the right of the people to assemble and pe- 
tition the Government for redress of griev- 
ances, It is of course true that ff an alien 
is not permitted to enter this country, or, 
having entered contrary to law, is expelled, 
he is in fact cut off from worshipping or 
speaking or publishing or petitioning in the 
country, but that is merely because of his 
exclusion therefrom. 

“He is not one of the people to whom 
these things are secured, and cannot be- 
come, such by an attempt forbidden by 
aw.” 

Discussing the

“ Even if Turner, even though he did not 
so state to the immigration ‘board of in- 
quiry, only regarded the absence of govern- 
ment as a political ideal, yet when he

ustly entitled to repel the charge of de- 
siring the destruction of law and order, but

and by addressing mass meetings on that 
subject in association with Most, we cannot 
say that the inference was unjustifiable, 
either that he contemplated the ultimate 
realization of his ideal by the use of force 
or that his speeches were incitements to 
that end.”

FRENCH ESPIONAGE STORY. 


“ Authentic Plans” of Fortifications Se- 
cured by a Newspaper. 


PARIS, May 17.—The Matin is publish- 
ing the history of an alleged treasonable 
incident of a seasational nature, It de- 
clares its London correspondent obtained 
from one “ Fragola Pietro,” a London hotel 
employe, nearly 100 plans of the French 


naval defenses. 

Pietro is said to have written to the cor- 
respondent saying that two men for whom 
he had acted as guide had gone to Brussels 
leaving important papers with him. 

Pietro met the correspondent and said he 
had been connected with the War Ministry 
at Rome, but was compromised in a case 
of espionage and sent to prison. He after- 
ward went to London. here he met the 
men he described as Cesare Golio, an Itali- 
an, and Jaremie Yasqui, a naturalized 
Frenchman. .He had known one of them in 
Rome, and knew that they had on several 
occasions sold important secrets to Ger- 
many. When a few days ago they went off 
to Brussels, leaving him penniless, he de- 
eided to sell the documents in his posses- 
sion to a newspaper.

have been made at the Italian ar Min- 
istry, and a list of plans of other places al- 
leged to have emanated from the Germen

Fragoel. however, having become 
suspicious dic not return to the London 
office of the Matin. 

The cfficials here yesterday affirmed 
that the Embassy had not reported the 
matter to them, and that they did not re- 
gard the alleged revelations with serious- 
ness.

Hoboken Man Says He Cannot Stand

arrested in Hoboken on scandalous chargés 
is dying in St. Mary’s Hospital in that city, 
having slashed his throat with a pocket 
knife. 

Budd is fifty years of age, He is well 
connected, and for years has been ‘cashier 
of the Schultz Lumber Company. He was 
arrested on pacpicey on five complaints 
and remained in jail until 3:30 yesterday 
afternoon, when he was released under 
$5,000 bail furnished by Charles Schultz, 
his brother-in-law.

E. K. SILLS MAY HAVE 


LEAPED INTO LAKE ERIE 


Mvsterious Steamship Passenger 
Plunged to His Death. 


A PARTIAL IDENTIFICATION 


The Retired Merchant Missing Since 


May 4, but Friends Know: No 
Reason for Suicide. | 


There is reason to believe that Edward 
K. Sills, fifty-six years old, of 146 West 
Eighty-seventh Street, a retired member of 
the wholesale grocery firm of Sills & Co., at 
750 Eighth Avenue, was the man who 
leaped into Lake Erie from the steamboat 
City of Erie last Thursday night,.when the 
vessel was about three hours out from 
Cleveland. Mr. Sills disappeared from his 
home on*May 4. News accounts of the sui- 
cide described the man as being named 
Snell or Small, a broker of New York. 

The slight similarity of names attracted 
the attention of Mr. Sills’s relatives in this 
city. Henry J, Sills, son of John §, Sills, 
present head of the firm and brother of the 
missing man, wrote to officials of the 
steamboat line at Buffalo, inclosing a pho- 
tograph and description or Edward K. Sills 
and stating his fears. Dispatches recetved 
from Buffalo last night stated that the 
picture and description had tended to iden- 
tify the lost passenger. 

A police alarm sent out by the family be- 
fore the reported drowning asked that a 
search be made for Mr. Sills. That this 
alarm was spread broadcast by the police 
had been kept a secret, and it was not gen- 
erally known until yesterday that the mer- 
chant was missing. 

Members of the steamboat’s crew, and 
especially Charles Beyer, the bellboy, who 
seized the man as he was about to jump 
from a ladder leading to the upper deck, 
had a good opportunity to see him. They 
report that he said he did not engage a 
stateroom or berth because he never ex- 
pected to réach Buffalo. 

Mr. Sills occupied a hantsomely furnished 
bachelor apartment with Dr. W. B: Hood, 
at the Eighty-seventh Street address. Dr. 
Hood would not discuss the reports of the 
affair yesterday. Others who knew Mr. 
Sills said they could guess at no cause for 
his suicide. 


VREELAND ON TUNNELS: 


Not Displeased with Subway Plan, but 
Urges Changes. 


In a letter sent yesterday to the Rapid 
Transit Commission, President H. H. 
Vreeland of the New York City Street Rail- 
way Company stated that while most of 
the commission’s report on the proposed 
subway. routes met the railroad company’s 
“{aeas;"yet the latter wished to urge new 
~arguments-why the commission should in- 
“cludé& certain features of the company’s 
-original plans. 

. The cross-town line ‘along Chambers 
Street particularly should be included, said 
Mr. Vreeland, as it would afford means of 
distributing the traffic between the east 
and west lines of the subway and would 
make it possible to limit the number of 
trains going as far as the Battery. He 
urged that with the aid of this cross-town 
route passengers who came from the vicin- 
ity of City Hall Square could take trains 


to the penne station and the upper 
west side without walking over to the main 
line on Greenwich Street. 

While his company sstill favored the 
Eighth Avenue and Hudson Street route 
rather than the one through Seventh Ave- 
nue and Greenwich Street proposed by the 
commission, Mr. Vreeland said that the sta- 
tions of the local subway as outlined by the 
board connected readily with the terminal 
stations of the tunnels from New Jersey at 
Christopher Street by an underground con- 
nection 2,200 feet long, and at Cortlandt 
Street by one 200 feet long.

NURSE GIRL’S DEATH 
PUZZLES THE POLICE 


Friendly. Brooklyn Policeman Near 
When She Was Shot. 


SUICIDE THEORY QUESTIONED 


She Had Just Put Children to Bed 
When She Was Killed Near 
Parkway. 


Much remains to be explained concern- 
ing the mannér in whith Letitia O'Neil, 
the sixteen-year-old nurse girl employed by 
William Smylie, the wealthy licorice man- 
ufacturer of Brooklyn, received the bullet 
wound from which she died on Saturday 
night. Her mother, Mrs, O'Neil Kerrigan, 
of 349 Herkimer street, ik firm in her bez 
lief that her daughter was murdered. 

The police of the Atlantic Avenue Sta- 
tion, in whose precinct the shooting oc- 
eurred, are equally firm in their belief 
that it was a suicide. Mr. Smylie, the 
girl's employer, freely admits that he can- 
not understand either the girl's action before 
the tragedy or the theory that she commit- 
ted suicide, for he, like the girl’s mother, 
cannot conceive of the slightest reason 
why she should have taken her own life. 

Two policemen vere very close to the spot 
where the girl was shot, at Nostrand Ave- 
nue and Union Street. It is a remarkably 
secluded spot at night, The®place from 
which Letitia emerged immediately before 
the shot was fired is particularly secluded. 
It is light enough in the precise spot where 
the fatal shot is said to have been fired, 
right under an electric light, in fact. 

The two policemen who were promptly on 
the spot soon after the shot was heard are 
Policemen Grosline and Mitchell. Grosline 
says that he saw the girl first. He ex- 
plained to the Sergeant that as Letitia 
was the daughter of a policeman, now dead, 
and she had sometimes spoken to him, he 
felt an interest in and a solicitude for her. 
He saw her, he loitering about the 
spot where she subsequently was shot or 
killed herself shortly before 11 o'clock. It 
Was so unusual, as he avers, for her to be 
out alone that, as he contends, he could not 
understand her loitering, and he said to her 
when she passed him on one occasion: 

i, ycu don’t go home by 11 o'clock I'l 
lock you up.” 
did not heed this warning, however, 
he says. and he soon afterward saw her 
»assing the same spot again, alone as be- 
tore. Wher he saw her for the last time 
she was some distance from him, and 
wishing to make absolutely sure that it wase 
Letits again he jumped into a shadow so 
that she might pass him unnoticed by her- 
self and yet so that he could make abso- 
lutely sure that he was not mistaken in 
her identity. Before she reached him, how- 
ever, according to his statement, a shot 
rang out and, rushing up to her, he found 
that she had been shot. 

Mr. Smylie explained last evening that he 
was home alone on Saturday evening, his 
wife having gone to the theatre. About 
{ o’clock the girl put the two children to 
bed and then made the unusual request to 
him that she be allowed to go out for a few 
moments—to the store in Nostrand Avenue. 

Mr. Smylie said: 

“The girl had been in our employ for 
about two years. We had come to regard 
her as one of the family, in fact to 100k 
upon her as one of our children. So far 
as I know she had no love affair, nor any- 
thing that would cause her to be despond- 
ent. On Saturday night about 9 o'clock she 
made the request of me that she be al- 
lowed to leave the house to go to the 
store in Nostrand Avenue. I gave her per- 
mission, and she went out. hortly before 
12 o'clock I was informed that she had 
shot herself. That is all I know of the 
case.”’ 

Cvoroner’s Physician Wuest made an au- 
topsy om the body of the girl yesterday. 
The fatal wound is on the right side of the’ 
body. There were powder marks on the 
body and on the clothing which she wore. 
There is some mystery about the revolver 
with which she shot herself. Mr. Smylie 
had a revolver. It disappeared from the 
house, just when the owner does not know. 

The police say they can prove. that the 
girl had carried it for two weeks before 
she was shot. It is of a, large type, and 
Mr. Smylie says that he cannot distinctly 
identify it.

AN INDEPENDENT PAPER MILL. 


Lewis Water Storage Bill to Cause the 
Establishment of One. 


GLENS FALLS, N. Y., May 16.—It was 
announced here to-day that, as a result 
of the signing of the Lewis water storage 
bill by the Governor, the financial inter- 
ests identified with Finch, Pruyn & Co. 
will immediately begin the construction of 
a mammoth wood pulp and newspaper mill 
which will be operated independently of 
any trade combination. 

Finch, Pruyn & Co. have been for years 
one of the largest lumber concerns in 
Northern New York. They control practi- 
eally all the spruce supply in the Adiron- 
dacks, outside of that owned by the Inter- 
national Paper Company. The company 
owns the water power on the Warren Coun- 
ty side of the Hudson River at Gleus Falls, 
but because of the decrease in the flow 
had deferred the building of the paper 
plant until the water storage question wis 
settled. 


WON’T PROSECUTE THE KAISER. 


Supreme Court Decides Against ex-in- 
mate of German Lunatic Asylum. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.— 
Court of the United States to-day dis- 
missed for want of jurisdiction the case 
of Ferdinand Holzendort, an action to com- 
pel Secretary Hay to “prosecute with 
great vigor’’ a claim for $500,000 against 
the Emperor of Germany. 

The basis for the claim was the con- 
finement in a lunatic asylum in Germany 
of Holzendorf, who, although a German 
by birth, is a naturalized citizen of the 


United States. Upon his release a Ger- 
man court decided his confinement to have 
been illegal.

Correspondence Regarding New 
Measurement Rule Made Public 


LOCAL CLUB’S FIRM ATTITUDE 


No Consideration of a Challenge Under 
the New Rule Until One Should 
Be Actually Received. 


How Sir Thomas Lipton’s attempts to ob- 
tain from the New York Yacht Club a state- 
ment as to whether that organization would 
consider a challenge for the America’s Cup 
und-r its new measurement rules, were 
baffled by the refusal of the New York 
Yacht Club to commit itself in the matter, 
was told for the first time by the publica- 
tion yesterday of the correspondence be- 
tween the Irish yachtsman and the local 
club on the subject. While the controversy 
began in the Summer of 1902, it was not 
concluded until a few weeks ago, the final 
letter~on the subject from Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton bearing the date of March 24, and in- 
terest in the matter among yachtsmen gen- 
erally has been kept alive*by the reports 
in circulation of the interesting nature of 
the correspondence. The letters appear 
without -comment or explanation of any 
kind. 

The correspondence begins with a letter 
from Sir Thomas Lipton to Commodore L. 
Cass Ledyard of the New York Yacht Club; 
under date of May 22, 1902, in which the 
Irish yachtsman refers to the reports.gon- 
cerning a suggested change in the meas- 
urement rules of the New York Yacht Club, 
and asks ‘‘ whether, in thé event of the 
club deciding to change the rules, such 
change would apply to the America’s Cup 
races?’’ To this Commodore Ledyard re- 
plied at length on July 8, 1902: 

The point raised by you is an important one, 
and I quite agree with you that it should be 
answered by the club officialty. I therefore 


submitted your letter to the club, and am au- 
thorized by it to send you this reply. 


Commodore Ledyard then explains that a 
change in the measurement was in contem- 
plation, but that it had no relation to any 
contest for the America’s Cup in 1903, and 
that if Sir Thomas should desire to chal- 
lenge through any club for 1903, no change 
in its rules by the New York Yacht Club, 
whether made before or after the receipt of 
a challenge, would apply in any degree to 
the contest under’such challenge. 

Continuing, Commodore Led¥ard says: 


The fact, however, that you have asked the 
question makes it proper for me to observe 
further that under the deed of gift no such ques- 
tion can really arise. The deed of gift prescribes 
no conditions respecting the kind of vessel which 
may compete, except (a) that she shall be within 
certain limits of length; (b) that no dimensions 
stated in the certificate may be exceeded; (c) 
that no restrictions shall be placed on centre- 
boards, and, lastly, that she shall proceed under 
sail, on her own bottom, to the port of contest. 
As to measurement, the deed inakes no provision 
whatever. . 


The challenge with Shamrock TIITI., the 
acceptance of the challenge, and the defeat 
of the challenger followed, and then in last 
December Sir Thomas returned to the sub- 
ject with the following letter, which has 
not before been made public, though its 
receipt was admitted by the New York 
Yacht Club at the time: 


City Road, London, E. C., Dec. 12, 1903. 
To the Secretary, the New York Yacht Club, 
New York. 

Dear Sir: With reference to 
governing races for the America’s Cup, I should 
feel obliged if you would kindly inform me 
whether in respect to future contests it is the 
intention of the club to adhere to the original 
rules as regards measurement, or whether it 
— be are to consider a challenge under 

e new rule of measurement recent! < 
by the club. eee 

My reason for writing you now is that in my 
opinion the decision of the club on this matter 
must have a very important bearing on future 
challenges. I am, yours faithfully, 

(Signed) THOMAS J. LIPTON. 


Secretary Cormack of the New York 
Yacht Club acknowledged the receipt of 
this letter and stated that it would be laid 
before the club at the next meeting, which 
occurred in February. It was then re- 
ferred to a committee, and on March 14 
a formal reply was mailed. This reply, 
which has not before been published, first 
quotes at length the interpretation of the 
deed of gift as contained in Commodore 


Ledyard’s letter of the preceding year, 
and then continues as follows: 


This will make it plain to you that what you 
refer to in your question as “' original rules ’”’ in 
respect to measurement, by which I understand 
you to mean the rules under which the matches 
with the three Shamrocks have been sailed, were 
rules which applied to these contests, not be- 
cause they happened to be at the time the 
measurement rules of thé New York Yacht Club, 
but because the mutual agreement between the 
two clubs provided. in each instance, that the 
match should be sailed under these particular 
rules. 

The question you raise is doubtless an impor- 
tant.one, but you will see that it really amounts 
to asking the club what agreement it would be 
willing to make if it should happen that some 
club, qualified to challenge, should desire to 
enter into an agreement upon the subject. This 
would seem to be a matter which can properly 
come before the club for discussion only in con- 
nection with a challenge from some club quali- 
fied to challenge for the cup, for it is with such 
a club only that an agreement upon the subject 
can be made. 

The New York Yacht Club does not feel that it 
can be asked to take a position upon such a 
question when no challenge is pending, or, so 
far as it is informed, even contetnplated. Any 
view which might be expressed by the club un- 
der such circumstances would seem to be aca- 
demic and of little avail, and it prefers to wait 
until the subject shall be raised in some manner 
properly calling for its disposition before ex- 
pressng any views upon it. 


To this Sir Thomas Lipton made formal 
reply as follows:

‘AQUEDUCT BOARD CHARGES. 


Merchants’ Association Now Accuses 
Mr. Curtis of Intimidation. 


the President of the 
Merchants’ Association, wrote to Mayor 
McClellan yesterday making further 
charges against the Aqueduct Commission, 
and informing ihe Mayor that the associa- 
tion had laid the matter before the Dis- 
trict Attorney. 

The association charges that the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the com- 
mission, William E. Curtis, has sought to 
intimidate witnesses who testified favorably 
to the Merchants’ Association’s case con- 
cerning the Jerome Park reservoir work. 
These witnesses were Herbert C. Alden, an 
assistant engineer, and Benjamin L. Blau- 
velt, a leveler, in the employ of the Aque- 
duct Commission. These men, in the hear- 
ing before the Finance Committee of the 
commission, testified as to leaks and dq- 
fective work. 

After the hearing Commissioner Curtis 
looked over the records and found the 


men had never made any official reports 
of the matters to which they testified, 
and therefore he brought charges against 
them for having neglected to report such 
matters at the proper time. It is for thus 
having, preferred charges against the men 
that the Merchants’ Association now 
charges intimidation. Mayor McClellan 
said that he would forward these latest 
charges to the Aqueduct Commission,

Totness, at 20 to 1, Was the Only 
Successful Outsider. 


HURST PARK WON BY A HEAD 


‘Top Weight for Claremont Handicap at 
Morris Park Just Managed to 
Beat Lux Casta. 


Where novelty was lacking at Morris 
Park yesterday the returns from strict ad- 
herence to public form made ample recom- 
pense to the betting crowd, and when Oars- 
man, with one pound off, beat Major Dain- 
gerfield, with three pounds on, as against 
the last meeting of the two, when posi- 
tions were reversed, the “ regulars,’”’ who 
made up the greater part of the attend- 
ance, became as warmly enthusiastic as 
their kind can become. 

In five of six races the actual favorite, 
or one of two even choices, reached. the 
winning post first. That of itself was bad 
enough for the men in the ring, but things 
were made even worse for them by the 
finish of the one event where an outsider 
won, as Totness, that same victorious out- 
sider, at odds of 20 to 1, was backed so 
well by her stable that it is probable a 
great majority of the layers lost more to 
the race than they did to the races won 
by favorites. 

The single stake event of the afternoon, 
the Claremont Handicap, second of the 
Spring serials, at six and a half furlongs, 
on the Withers course, brought out a field 
of only a half dozen in spite of the fact 
that one horse, the veteran King Pepper, 
Was added as a starter. In this race Mat- 
thew Corbett’s stout and fast four-year- 
ol@ Hurst Park, ridden by Odom, started 
as top weight with 130 pounds and went to 
the post equal favorite with Lux Casta, 
ridden by Burns, and carrying 117 pounds. 
King Pepper and Lux Casta alternated as 
the pacemakers into the last furlong, where 
Hurst Park took command, and into the 
last fifty yards seemed to have the race 
won. Then Lux Casta came again, and 
until just on the post led again, while 
Hurst Park was hard ridden to keep up. 
In a terrific finish Odom’s hard riding 
brought Hurst Park up again and won by 
a head fom Lux Casta, making his third 
consecutive win at the meeting. 

Totness came from the rear and took 
the third event after The Lady Rohesia, 
the favorite, had run herself out in the 
effort to get away from Toi San, who 
raced with the pacemaker until both were 
ready to give it up. Runnels, from the 
J. A. Drake stable, found his usual “ soft 
spot” in the fifth event, and won easily, 
after Red Knight had killed his chances 
by setting a fast pace and running the 
first quarter in 0:25 and the half mile in 
0:50 on a slow track. Oarsman led all the 
way in the last race, and won in a fight- 
ing finish with City Bank, while Major 
Daingerfield, who seemed winning into the 
last sixteenth of a mile, apparently sulked 
when the pinch came.

The Ingomar arrived abroad about a week 
ago and went at once into dock to be over- 
hauled and fitted with her racing spars, so 
she ought to be, if she is not already, in 
commission during the current week. 

But while Commodore Plant will un- 
doubtedly take all the racing he can get 
for the Ingomar, his chief object in going 
abroad, according to his own declaration, 
is to recover, if possible, the Cape May 
Cup.

The 
reason for that feeling is a provision of 
the deed of gift under which the cup is 
held. That provision, strange to say, has 
been entirely overlooked by all except.a 
few well-informed members of the club. 
Under that provision the cup long ago re- 
verted to the New York Yacht Club, though 
the Royal Yacht Squadron, in whose keep- 
ing it now is, failed to return it. Without 
doubt the officials of the Squadron have 


also overlooked the provision referred to. 
Here is the status of the matter: 

The deed first declares that: the cup 
shall be open to yachts of all nations and 
then eas the course over and the 
conditions under which it is to be sailed 
for. The concluding sentence of the sec- 
ond section is as follows: 


The cup will become the bona fide property of 
any yacht holding it successfully through three 
consecutive contests. 


The fourth section, however, contains the 
provision in point as follows: 


Should a yacht holding this cup be sold out of 
the New York Yacht Club: the cup shall not go 
with her, but shall be returned to the club, to 
be again sailed for; and if the cup should be 
held by a foreign yacht and she should be sold 
out of the club to which she belongs, the cup 
shall not be sold with her, but shall be returned 
to the New,York Yacht Club, to be sailed for 
again as abdwe provided. 


Oarsman Frank Adee Dead. 

Frank Adee, President of the Seawan- 
haka Boat Club of Brooklyn; and one of 
the best-known oarsmen of the Metropoli- 
tan District, died at his home, 502 Wil- 
loughby: Avenue, Brooklyn, on Sunday aft- 
ernoon, after an illness of a few days.

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THE MILITARY OUTLOOK. 

The extremely interesting war news 
which we printed yesterday makes it 
fairly clear that the immediate objective 
of the Japanese is the capture of Port 
Arthur. But we say “immediate” ad- 
visedly. The capture of the place would 
be a great moral victory for the Japanese 
and a great moral defeat for the Rus- 
sians. Russian naval prestige disap- 
peared with the destruction of the Petro- 
paviovek, following the torpedoing of two 
Russian battleships and the destruction 
of two Russian cruisers at the very be- 
ginning of the conflict. Russian military 
prestige has suffered very seriously in 
consequence of the fight on the Yalu, 
which, while it exhibited the bravery of 
the Russians in the strongest light, ex- 
hibited in an equally strong light the in- 
feriority of their commanders. The Jap- 
anese are not in need of more moral vic- 
tories, and may, indeed, bé almost weary 
of them. They are in need of victories 
physically important enough, against an 
so far stronger than 
issue of the cam- 


enemy ultimately 
they, to decide the 
paign, which will, or may, go far toward 
deciding the issue of the war. The fall of 
Port Arthur would inflict upon Russia 
only the physical loss of the garrison, al- 
ready reduced to the minimum of men 
needed to man the forts and work the 
guns, with the addition of the ten thou- 
sand sailors who are disabled from fur- 
ther fighting on their own element. 
That capture would by no means of it- 
self be decisive of the campaign, Noth- 
ing short of the defeat of the main Rus- 
sian army now in Manchuria would be 
that. Wherefore it is probable that to- 
ward inflicting such a defeat the ener- 
gies are mainly bent of the Japanese 
General Staff in Tokio and of the Jap- 
anese commanders in the field. It is un- 
likely that the sole or the chief object of 
the debarkation of the Second Army on 
the eastern shore of the Liao-Tung Pe- 
ninsula was to effect the capture of a 
fortress already neutralized and out of 
the fighting. That object must have been 
to co-operate with Gen. KuRokr’s force 
in operations against the main Russian 


army “under the immediate command of ;} 


Gen, KwvuROPATKIN—operations intended 
to force him to accept battle at a point 
not too remote from the Japanese base. 
That point might very well become, like 
“the place called in the Hebrew tongue 
Armageddon,” the scene of the decjsive 
battle. 

Evidently it is the interest of the Jap- 
anese to force the fighting. Evidently it 
is to the interest of the Russians to de- 
lay it. The “ populous North” can pour 
from its ‘“‘ frozen loins” reinforcements 
tu the Russian side as fast as they can 
be brought, with their subsistence, along 
a line of railroad inaccessible and invul- 
nerable to the Japanese beyond its divis- 
ion into two branches at Harbin, On the 
other hand, the Japanese already have in 
Manchuria, or will soon have there, a 
force numerically superior to that which 
Gen. KUROPATKIN can as yet command. 
Time is on the Russian side, and the Fa- 
biaffPolicy which the Russian command. 
er has announced is evidently that which 
the circumstances dictate to him. If the 
Japanese can inflict a decisive defeat 
upen the army he already has, they will 
have won the campaign,-and the winning 
of the campaign may come very near to 
the winning of the war. These facts are 
of course as obvious at Tokio as they are 
in New York; and we may expect to see 
the Japanese action taken accordingly. 


THE DIFFERENTIALS HEARING. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission 
will begin a hearing on the question of 
the differentials in freight rates between 
New York and Atlantic Coast seaports 
and interior points on Wednesday at the 
United States Court Room in the Post 
Office Building. A large number of the 
commercial organizations of the city will 
be represented at the hearing, of which 
the Produce Exchange and the Mer- 
chants’ Association have taken the most 
active part in the present movement. 
The Produce Exchange has in fact been 
engaged for years in an effort to secure 
for the city the benefit of the natural ad- 
vantages to which its situation and the 
normal volume and variety of its trade 
and industry entitle it. The Exchange 
represents the largest single line of trade 
affected by the added charges for freight, 
and its energies have naturally been

New York would get by far the lion's 
share of the trade of the {nterior with 
the Atlantic seaboard, In the past: the 
differentials against New York freight 
have simply been the price paid to avoid 
railroad wars, with all the confusion, 
loss, and peril they involve. 

The ‘situation has, however, greatly 
changed since the settlement that was 
reached some score of years ago by the 
famous Thurman commission... Three of 
the great railways have as much interest 
in fostering the trade of New York. as 
they hdve in encouraging the trade of 
any other seaboard city. Three more of 
the roads are more deeply_interested in 
the trade of New York than in that of 
any other port. The danger of a railroad 
war is at least much less than formerly, 
and there is‘some reason to hope for a 
friendly and a fair understanding. The 
hearings by the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission are intended to furnish the 
opportunity for a broad and comprehen- 
sive discussion of the whole field, includ- 
ing the rates for east-bound and west- 
bound freight between the seaboard and 
the lakes and also the rates for freight 
from the lakes or beyond. With these 
must be considered also necessarily the 
ocean freights which have changed dis- 
tinctly since the last settlement was 
reached. It is much to be desired that 
the hearings may be full, intelligent, and 
informing, and that some practical re- 
sults shall be obtained. 


THE EXCLUSION OF ANARCHISTS. 
The decision of the Supreme Court in 
the case of TurRNER, the Anarchist, de- 
termines beyond further dispute that the 
man was an Anarchist within the mean- 
ing of the law, and that the law is a con- 
stitutional and workable statute, applica- 
ble to him and his kind. Accordingly, the 
action of the immigration authorities at 
| this port in ordering the deportation of 
TURNER is sustafned, and the decision of 
the Circuit Court in refusing a writ of 
habeas corpus 4s affirmed. “% 

Inasmuch as TURNER has already left 
these shores, this decision of the highest 
court is of interest and importance 
chiefly because it marks a change in our 
National policy. It was time. We have 
carried to unreasonable and dangerous 
extremes the old theory that we must 
offer a refuge for the oppressed of every 
nation. Even when TuRNER began his 
prating, and was arrested in the midst of 
it and sent to Ellis Island awaiting de- 
portation, certain persens with more 
sympathy than sense, with more zeal 
than judgment, began an active propa- 
ganda in his behalf.~ They insisted that 
there had been an invasion of the right 
of free-speech, and that somehow our 
liberties were in danger because we had 
stopped this mischiefmaker’s talking. 
Under the new law now happily upheld 
by the Supreme Court, wé can exercise 
a rational Gontrol over the discourse of 
persons who come here from foreign 
parts to preach doctrines that, whatever 
may be the professed intent of the 
preacher, do demonstrably tend to put 
ideas about murdér and assassination 
into the empty skulls. of those who listen 
to them. Warned as we have been by 
dreadful experiences, we should be a very 
foolish Nation if we did not set up some 
safeguards against these dangers. A 
law for the deportation of Anarchists is, 
of course, not a safeguard effective in 
every case. But we can always make it 
effective in the case of. Anarchists who 
disclose their character and the nature 
of their teaching. 

TURNER was even more a humbug 
than an Anarchist. There was nothing iu 
the fellow. He had not’a useful word to 
say to any living human being in the 
United States of America. Nobody could 
possibly have been the better for his 
coming here. Somebody might have been 
the worse, however, since we have among 
us no small number of born criminals 
and degenerates, mostly from the older 
lands, whe always listen with eagerness 
to attacks upon law and authority. The 
fact that his trip was a complete failure 
is reassuring. It is also the best evidence 
of the fact to. which we have called at- 
tention, that he had nothing to. say 
worth hearing. Nobody displayed any in- 
terest in him except the Socialists and 
the visionaries who tried to” exalt him 
into the position of a martyr to the cause 
of free speech, and the Central Federated 
Union, whfth undertook to raise money 
to pay his lawyers. Why the -Central 
Federated Union should take any interest 
in an Anarchist is one of that considera- 
ble number of problems in logic and con- 
sistency to which the behavior of organ- 
ized labor gives rise.

“The 
soldiers of the Sultan” have upon many 
fields proved the military value of their 
religious belief. In fact, if a man can 
persuade himself that being killed in 
battle is simply the shortest and surest 
road to Para , that man is sure tu 
fight desperately and recklessly.’ The 
“tactical value” of that article of the 
creed of Islam, has been too often vindi- 
cated to make it safe for a soldier to. 
sneer at it, most lately and most con- 
spicuously in the Soudan, and by the 
fanatical “Fuzzy Wuzzy.” And it is a 
great thing for soldiers of any nation tu 
believe that they are the chosen people 
of the omnipotent ruler of the universe 
and that He is their particular tribal 
God, a belief inculcated as strongly 
upon modern Englishmen by the national 
anthem, and, more recently, by Mr. Kip- 
LInG’s impressive ‘‘ Recessional’’ as in 
the Hebrew Scriptures upon the Jews. 
OLIvER CROMWELL, g@vhom Gen. MILES 
would doubtless admit to have had a 
creditable military record, early in the 
English civil war wrote a memorable let- 
ter in which he set forth the impossi- 
bility of trying to defeat the royalist 
troops with the Parliamentary so long as 
the former comprised the gentlemen of 
England and the latter the scum of that 
country. “To fight men of honor,” he 
said, “‘we must have men of religion.” 

In this very war, and on the Russian 
side, the fighting value of religious sen~ 
timent has been made so clear that it is 
astonishing any military man should be 
found to gainsay it. That Eleventh Reg- 
iment which° marched out to die in a 
hépeless fight against a whole Japanese 
division, headed by its Chaplain holding 
on high the cross, should have prevented 
Gen. MiLes from underrating the advan- 
tage of such an inspiration. ‘The Japan- 
ese, on the other hand, do not call their 
patriotism by the name of religion, but 
it is evidently a sentiment too enthu- 
siastic and passionate to have proceeded 
from a merely rational affd businesslike 
view of their calling. When a call for the 
forlorn hope to go to almost certain 
death in the attempt to block a channel 
against the enemy's warships is “ over- 
subscribed’ somefhing like a hundrea 
times, it is plain that sentiment is as 
busy on one side as on the other, and 
whether it be called religious sentiment 
or not does not in the least matter. Gen. 
MILES, we may be sure, would be proud 
to command such men either as the 
pious Russians of the Eleventh Regi- 
ment or as the devqted Japanese who 
volunteered for the forlorn hope, ; ana 
would have welcomed the .belief that 
made them such fighters, however un- 
founded he may have considered it. Even 
NAPOLEON, the author of the cynical say- 
ing that Proyidence was on the side of 
the big battalions, knew as well as any 
commander how to appeal to sentiments 
with which prosaic reason had very little 
to do. 


THE CITY’S WATER SUPPLY. 

The reasons given by Gov. OpELL for 
signing the Smith bill which shuts the 
City of New York out of Dutchess Coun- 
ty in its effort to increase its water sup- 
ply are by no means good. The manu- 
facturing interests of Wappinger Falls 
and Fishkill would not have been dam- 
aged by the building of reservoirs which 
would have saved of the present waste of 
the streams to be drawn upon all the 
water New York would have required for 
many years to come. This was fully pro- 
vided for.in the plans of the commission 
created by Mayor Low to investigate the 
subject. The manufacturing interests 
using the water of streams emptying 
into the Hudson from the east would 
havé suffered no disadvantage from the 
conservation of the water which now 
runs past them without doing any work. 
On the contrary, the flow of the streams 
would have been steadied and made more 
uniform, and while they would have had 
less water in times of flood—which would 
have been arm advantage—they would 
have had more in dry seasons, when a 
great deal might have been spared for 
power purposes from the brimful im- 
pounding reservoirs. 

The Governor's readiness to call an ex- 
tra session of the Legislature to deal 
with the exigencies of the water situa- 
tion in New York does not promise to 
help the matter much. An extra session 
eannot create available watersheds 
where nature did not plant them. True, 
there remain the streams and watersheds 
controlled by the Ramagpo syndicate. The 
stock of that undertaking has been 
greatly increased in value by the passage 
of the Smith bill, and should be further 
assisted in its rocket flight by the Gov- 
ernor’s approval. The speculators behind 
this scheme are very patient people. The 
stake for which they are playing is large 
enough to wait for, and if by such meas- 
ures as the Smith bill they can cut out of 
the available areas open to New York 
one after another of those selected by its 
experts, only Ramapo will remain, and 
the value of its rights will not have suf- 
fered shrinkage by the elimination of 
every possible competition except the 
Hudson River, which to become available 
must be pumped and filtered. 

In approving the Smith bill Gov. Open. 
has done New York City a great and 
probably irreparable injury. He has been 

assured on the most intelligent and dis- 

nterested testimony that the’ reasons he 
gives for approving it are without 
weight, and had it been otherwise it re- 
flects no credit on his official intelli- 
gence to learn from him that the Injury 
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.embraced in its charter.

The principal value-of an ex- 
tra session would be to repeal the bill 
which has just become a law by the Gov- 
ernor’s signature, and to restore the im- 
paired provisions of the act under which 
New York is authorized to condemn land 
and water rights in the various counties 
of the State. ® 


THE NIAGARA GRAB VETOED. 

We have at no time had ch doubt 
that Gov: OppL1i would kill the amazing 
bill for the benefit of the Niagara, Lock- 
port and Ontario Power Company, and 
while we rejoice that it is-finally laid to 
rest for this year we confess to a certain 
feeling of humiliation that it should have 
‘reached ‘the Governor at all. haar fact 
that it could. pass the Legislature’ and 
that it could command so much support 
from ordinarily respectable sources gives 
it some. chance for the future. Its reap- 
pearance should be carefully watched 
for and should be the signal for vigorous 
and prompt opposition. 

The bill was a very bad instance of 
very bad type of grant. It was put for- 
ward nominally for the purpose of ex- 
tending privileges already given to its 
beneficiary and was in that sense ap- 
paréntly harmless. In-reality privileges 
entirely new and of the most sweeping 
nature were conferred by the bill. The 
company seeking these privileges was 
chartered some ten years ago, when tts 
chief ostensible object was to furnish 
water for domestic purposes to the City 
gf Lockport, though the supply,of elec- 
tricity to three neighboring counties was 
Nothing of im- 
portance was done in either direction, 
and this year an attempt was, made, 
dropping the water business, to get prac- 
tically unlimited authority to sell elec- 
trical and hydraulic power all over the 
State, with the most sweeping discretion 
as to condemning public and private 
property. And-.in all this no provision 
was made fér safeguarding the rights of 
the people or for securing adequate com- 
pensation for the franchises sought. 

Gov. ODELL very properly says that the 
fact that like privileges have been grant- 
ed in other cases in the same negligent 
and reckless fashion is no excuse for 
granting these. On the contrary, it 
makes it all the more.necessary to stop 
the line of precedents capable of such 
destructive influence. The Governor has 
done well to kill the bill and to put on 
record such plain and convincing reasons 
for his action that a like attempt will be 
more readily defeated if it should be re- 
peated. The Legislature which should 
pass this bill again or anything like it 
would distinctly be sinning against light. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——That moral questions are usually com. 
plev and far-reaching is illustrated again 
in the case of the poolrooms. No sooner 
has everybody with a desire to denounce a 
soulless corporation made a good start at 
describing the wickedness of the Western 
Union in supplying the information that 
makes the poolrooms possible than fncon- 
veniently observing persons start up and 
address embarrassing inquiries to ‘the 
newspapers that print elaborate tables 
showing the “form” of the horses and‘to 
organized labor for taking no action against 
those of its members who, for a large 
wage, actually transmit and receive the 
poolroom messages. -Not publishing “ dope 
sheets ” ourselves, our interest in the first, 
as in the second, of these delicate problems 
is purely academic, but even so we find it 
a difficult one to solve. That these ‘‘ form ” 
tables attraet to racing and its gambling 
possibilities \the attention of some who 
might otherwise ignére both is probably 
true, and that many, having what they 
think a fairly trustworthy guide for plac- 
ing their wagers, risk money which they 
would otherwise keep in their pockets, is 
almost certainly true. Yet the tables are 
only records of past achievements, and 
their bearing on the futufe is, to the know!l- 
edge of all, extremely dubious and often 
misleading. Judged superficially, at least, 
so far as the tables have any, value at 
all, they are disadvantageous to the pool- 
rooms, not beneficial to them, for they 
make, or pretend to make, betting on the 
races to some degree intelligent, instead of 
& mere game of random charice, with the 
mathematical odds heavily in favor of the 
poolseller. These are rather sophistical de- 
fenses of the “dope sheet,’”’ but they con- 
tain an element of truth, and the case 
against the newspapers that print them is 
not by any means a clear one, since they 
can easily claim that the — as well 
as the accompanying prophecies, are for 
use on the tracks, where betting, whether 
constitutional or not, is permitted by the 
statutes, and is therefore. ‘legal.’ As 
for the poolroom telegraphers, they are 
beyond even sophistical defense. They are 
obviously and knowingty, the high-salaried 
accomplices of men who ‘make a business 
of breaking the law. That fact was ad- 
mitted in speeches delivered at the Sunday 
meeting of the Central Federated Union, 
and refusal to take action in the matter by 
calling out these operators was based on 
nothing better than the plea that they 
needed the money and that they would be 
discharged and blacklisted by the company 
if they refused to do this criminal, but 
highty profitable, work. But, after all, 
what is the relevancy of “ You're an- 
other!’’? Whether true or not, it doesn’t 
afféct the original proposition, which was 
that the Western Union and its Directors 
are engaged in,a very scaly business and 
ought to stop it. 


—-Amazing as seems, at first thought, 
the report that the Japanese meditate the 
immediate and summary adoption of Chris- 
tianity as their national religion, yet to do 
so would be, in some ways, an act of. prac- 
tical wisdom of which these remarkable 
people are perfectly capable, and they 
could do it the miore easily because Shinto- 
ism, the present State religion of Japan, is 
a vague and incomprehensible something 
that to Western minds seems to be next to 
nothing. Shintoism has no code and -no 
Olympus, and its followers can accept any 
other religion without abandoning anything 
in the shape of beliefs or much in the shape 
of rites or customs. In other days the for- 
mal conversion of whole nations for reasons 
much like those that might move Japan to 
such action now was not agare occurrence. 
Sometimes the change of faith was com- 
pelled by a conqueror, and sometimes a 
King, for diplomatic or dynastic reasons— 
reasong that were “strictly business” in 
the last analysis—gave the requisite orders 
to his subjects, and the subjects, sometimes 
willingly and sometimes unwillingly, iyed 
his command. .Times, however, have 
changed, and the conversions that were 
taken seriously enough ig a simpler age | 
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endl Nee vidio: oiatiny bade, and it te 
to be feared that they would be laughed at. 
Japan will therefore be obliged to balance 
the ‘and+‘cons with care before. she 
takes this step. The circumstances being 
what they are at the moment, it would be 
recognized by all that. the change of re- 
ligion was-made from motives entirely un- 
spiritual and wholly worldly.

Her own superstitions alréddy compare fa- 
vorably enough with those of Russia, for 
instance, and surely she will never join the 
Czar in. holding that he can pray more ef- 
fectually in Moscow than in other parts of 
his empire, and it would be ing@eed a pity 
if her heroic soldiers, like those of Russia, 
were burdened with a heavy load of mi- 
raculous images and wonder-working ikgns.

——Again there is talk of “ reclaiming ” 
the Jersey meadows, this time because it 
would exterminate the mosquitos and save 
several big cities from the withering curse 
of malaria. Incidentally, the old argu- 
ments are brought forward that the cost 
ofthe reclamation could be much more 
than made up by using» the now worthless 
tract either for ‘truck gardens or factory 
sites. These are all strong arguments, and 
all true, so far as we know, but those 
meadows have outlived many a would-be 
reformér—and promotor—and the chances 
are that they will be conquered in the end, 
little by little, and not by a single opera= 
tion. In this part of tke country there is a 
settled conviction that salt marshes are 
good for nothing, but they know better 
élsewhere—up in ‘‘the Evangeline land,” 
for example, where that delusion was ex- 
ploded in the days of the particularly stupid 
Acadians, and where it has remained ex- 
ploded. until. this day. There the land be- 
hind the ancient dikes still produces amaz- 
ing crops of as good hay as grows out of 
doors, while we let thousands and thou- 
sands of acres of land exactly like it raise 
nothing except cattails and mosquitos.

A number of persons had a very narrow 
escape from a most serious accident yes- 
terday afternoon im a large dry godds 
shop. and I am positive “that it could 
not have happened it proper attention had 
been given to making necessary -repairs, 
and that it was neglected is sufficient 
proof that the proper Inspectors must be 
appealéd to that a serious calamity may be 
averted in the future. ; 

The occurrence took place about 5 o’clock. 
There were gix persons coming down from 
the third and fourth floors, when some- 
thing snapped and. broke. The man in 
charge held tightly to the cable, evidently 
to keep the elevator from dropping, and as- 
sured us there was no danger, but he lost 
control of the car, and we went to the 
basement and immediately began making 
the ascent before any one could escape! 
Two persons, a lady and child, opened the 
door and jumped at the first or second 
floor as we came up, but five of us re- 
mained, while the controller cable, loosened 
by this time, dropped into the car, and we 
mounted to the top of the shaft. Screams 
for help from some of the ladies were of 
course unavailing. 

Fortunately the elevator stopped when 
the top was reached without breaking the 
macHhinery, (as has happened in similar 
cases,) and we escaped unharmed. I con- 
sider this experience, however, an indignity 
that one should not be subjected to, and 
could not happen where proper attention is 
paid to the necessary repairs. Patrons of 
big shops should have proper protection 
against unnecessary carelessness,

CARS WATERSPOUT’S TARGETS 


While Policeman Struggled in Vain, 
Youngster Calmly Suggested 
~ 
Using a Cork. 


Shortly after 1 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon a diminutive messenger boy, carrying 
a big suit case, discovered that the cover 
of the fire hydrant at the southeast cor- 
ner of Fifth Avenue and Fourteenth Street 
Was open.- The wrench with. which to turn 
the faucet inside wes lying on the sido- 
Walk, where a street clearer had left it. 

In less than a minute the adjoining terri- 
tory was the scene of a seething flood. 
The boy calmly turned on the water full 
force, threw the wrench beyond all chance 
of recovery, (down the sewer at the cor- 
ner,) ard then coolly sat down on the suit 
case to watch the results cf his mischief. 

They followed thick and fast. Among 
the crowd aitracted quickly to the spot 
more messenger and newspaper boys fig- 
gured prominently, and te one of these oc- 
eurred a scheme for increasing the aquatic 
display. Calling two of his companions, ‘he 
started on.a run in the direction of a neigh- 
bering furniture sture, whence the three 
emerged presently, bearing a barrel. It 
Was evident that they had induced the 
proprietor to believe that here was a way 
to stop the flow. 

The barrel was quickly hoisted, open end 
downward, over the hydrant. For a brief 
space the rush of water across the street 
was stopped. It was not long, however, 
before the bottom of the barrel had been 
demolished by a few, smart blows with a 
cobble stone wielded by still another mes- 
senger boy, and then it was seen that the 
trouble has been/intensified. Now the col- 
umn of water shot up into the air fully 
fifteen feet, “mushrooming” at the top and 
completely ‘drenching the crowd on the 
sidewalk. 

Five minutes more, and the stones began 
to be forced off, and soon the thick stream 
of water was shooting entirely across the 
street again. Motormen, on passing Four- 
teenth Street cars, showed varying degrees 
of acrobatic ability as they drove their 
cars through the stream, jumping as high 
as possible on the platform to escape wet- 
ting. Passengers on the back platforms, 
not being able to see ahead, fared worse. 

After the ‘water had run for half an 
hour, a policeman appeared and took such 
little command of the situation as his help- 
les® condition made possible. He bravely 
endeavored to move'the faucet with his 
bare hands, but after a minute of tugging 
he stepped back, while water gushed forth 


as strenuously as before. A street cleaner 
came, and he, too, was useless. * 

- The crowd began to dwindle at’ this 
juncture, hurling pithy but unfeeling bits 
of advice to the fwo city employes, ,_ 

““Get a cork!” the boy with the suit tase 
suggested, with a preternatural gravity. 

“T think it’s perfectly disgraceful,” said 
a tall, thin woman with arms full of bun- 
dles. ‘‘ The idea of wasting the water so! 
And they say water is getting scarcer every 
year. I guess a real man could shut it 
eff: *’ 

After having flooded the gutters over to 
Sixth Avenue, the water finally was shut 
off by a second street cleaner who had 
been found after an hour’s search care- 
fully performing his task of sweeping pave- 
ments just around the corner on Fifth 
Avenue—less than a block away.

Signalizing her last appearance as an 
independent star, before her happy con~ 
junction next season with E. H. Sothern 
in a, Shakespearean repertory, Miss Julla 
Mariowe appeared last night at the Em- 
pire in Frederick Halm’s impossibly ro- 
mantic, deliciously sentimental piece of old- 
fashioned theatrics, “‘ Ingomar,” the’play in 
which she made her first prominent appeal to 
recognition some years ago. One laughs at 
the naive, baby-éyed idealism of the play, 
even while submitting to its appeal to the 
idyllic fancy; but if one were no longer 
capable of being amiably moved by it that 
would be a case for tears! Ingomar is still 
a fine figure of a stage hero, wrong headed 
as the author's attitude toward him seems 
when weighed by modern naturalistic 
standards. As for Parthenia, she is a dear 
little prig~adorably dear! As far as the 
play and the characters go, one is invol- 
untarily thrown into the modd of a funeral 
oru tion. 

We come not here to bury the play, how- 
ever, but to praise Miss Marlowe. Since 


her appearance here last year in “ The 
Cavalier”’ she has suffered a change’ into 
something rare and strange. The face that 
then seemed on the point of going the way 
of the flesh is now precise and. distin- 
guished in all its outlines; the expression 
that then seemed weighted and slow has 
become fine, intense, mobile, spiritual. In 

The Cavalier” a willing memory recalls 
only one moment of commanding power— 
the curtain of the first act. In the per- 
formance of last night there was no su- 
preme moment, for the sufficient and ad- 
mirable reason that it was as a whole 
(why should one balk the word?) a master- 
piece of harmonious, modulated, and sus- 
tained acting. 

It was in a measure, no doubt, owing to 
the simplicity of the part, and to the clas- 
sical costumes, that the strongest impres- 
sion Miss Marlowe gave was of perfection 
in plastique. But to do her ample justice 
one has only to recall the sorry figure 
most of our actors and actresses cut 
in simple parts and Grecian robes. Miss 
Marlowe's Parthenia is a series of noble 
sculptural forms that flow Into one another 
as a Pheidian goddess might move if she 
were to step from the Parthenon pediment 


and walk familiarly upon the Acropolis. The. 


pees is fine and salient; the carriage of 
he head distinguished; the body seems to 
move of itself, rather than to walk; above 
all, the gestures of the arms are so simple 
as to be scarcely gestures at all, yet én- 
compass a whole world of large and com- 
manding emotion, ending with a familar 
gracile flutter of the palm that lends charm 
and individual character to the whole. The 
actress who can equal Miss Marlowe in 
sculptural dignity, force, and repose does 
not now come to mind. 

The rendering is only the more dramatic 
for this sculpturesque element, which ex- 
actly cuits the spiret of the romance. With 
the simplicity of marble, it has also the 
warmth that only marble can suggest, and 
infinitely more than that, a wealth of fine- 
ly gases moods and moments playful and 
me oly, tender, impertata, and passion- 
ate. ome day perhaps Miss Marlowe will 
be sculptured as she stands in Ingomar’s 
helmet, shield, and spéar—Pallas Athene 
herself—beckoning the rotgh warrior to fol-

For one week only Mr. Charles Hawtrey 
is in vaudeville at Proctor’s. His vehicle 
is.“ Time is. Money,” a ‘‘ comedietta’’ by 
Mrs, Hugh Bell and Mr. Arthur Cecil, in 
which, as the programme avers, Mr. Haw- 
trey has appéared in London “ with marked 
success.” 

It may be said that yesterday afternoon 
also Mr. Hawtrey appeared with marked 
success. There was, in fact, a brisk little 
round of applause when the audience, wear- 
fed with Sydney Rosenfeld’s archaic com- 
edy, “The Club Friend,” saw. the distin- 
guished light comedian’s name put up on 
the boards at the feet of the proscenium 
arch. They are eager for finished art at 
Proctor’s, but when Mr. Hawtrey had done, 
there was ‘no round of applause. He dis- 
appeared with much less marked success 
than he appeared with. 

“Time Is Money,” though it gives inter- 
nal evidence of. having been written since 
the late Queen's Jubilee, belongs to that 
order of artificial and conventional stage 
pieces of which Madison Morton’s “ Lend 
Me Five Shillings” is perhaps the most 
brilliant and shining example. There is, in 
fact, a marked similarity between the two 
pieces. Mr. Hawtrey is in love with a 
young woman, (pleasantly played by Miss 
Dorothy Hammond,) and has come to tell 
her so. But unfortunately he has not in 
his pocket the. money to pay for his. cab, 
and his efforts to get the conversation on 
an intimate footing are frustrated by suc- 
cessive demonstrations from the cabman, 
who wants his fee. That is about all there 
is of the play. 

At one point Mr. Hawtrey has hopes of 
startling the cab horse into a runaway, 


and togthat end &trips the furniture of half 
a dozefi antimacassars, and hurls them out 
of the window at the unoffending beast. It 
is not.an aesthetic cab horse, and a_broad- 
side of antimacassars could not make him 
even shy. But it was an aesthetic audience, 
When it reeivéd by this bit of internal 
evidence that, in the spiritual sense at least, 
the play dates from the Victorian era, from 
the very antimacassar decade of it; it shied 
visibly. and scarcely waited for what vaude- 
villians call the chasers before it ran away.

/EPISCOPALIANS ATTACK 


CRITICISM OF BIBLE | 


Bishop Doane at Theological Semi- 
- nary Commencement. 


AVOID THE BIZARRE, HE SAYS 


Dr. Lewis Cameron and Dr. Parks Fol- 
low Up the Bishop at the 
Alumni Dinner. 


The exercises ‘In connection with the an- 
nual commencement of the General Theo- 
logical Seminary were begun with the de- 
livery of the baccalaureate sermon by Bish- 
op Doane of Albany yesterday afternoon in 
the Chapel of the Good Shepherd, im Chel- 
sea Square. Not all of the class of 1904 
will receive degrees, but those to whom 
will be granted degrees or diplomas, in- 
cluding some not able to be present, will 
number between thirty and forty. 

Bishop Doane took for his theme ‘ The 
Oracles of God,” and in the course of his 
sermon censured those who criticised the 
Bible with freedom. He said in the course 
of his sermon: 

“It seems to me high time that students 
and thinkers set themselves to resist the 
hysteria of the men who prostitute their 
positions as authorized teaches pledged to 
speak as the oracles of God by questioning 
and denying the truth; the hysteria of the 
secular press which hails with delight and 
magnified importance an exaggerated cer- 
tainty of these so-called discoveries, which 
succeed and swallow up each other as 
bubble displaces bubble in the seething sea, 
and thé hysteria of the impossible propo- 
sition for the _emasculation of the Bible 
and a revision of the creeds—as though the 
great verities to which the Scriptures wit- 
ness and which the Church for all the cent- 
uries has maintained could be altered be- 
cause some form of their presentment an- 
tagonizes some crude and passing impres- 
sion of a so-called critical mind. Remem- 
ber that from the beginning to the end the 
only purpose of the Bible is to bring men to 
Christ. 

“I think it is a good plan for men to re- 
consider the modern. popular process of 
Bible study, and. to realize that instead of 
criticising .the Bible, the Bible is really 
criticising them. ‘No student, no teacher 
can be excused from taking advantage of 
all that modern critical study has really 
brought to light. But the critics need criti- 
cising as to their temper, their purpose, 
their agresment, their finality, and your 
use of it must be in the study and not in 
the pulpit, 

‘‘The Church to-day is passing between 
the Scylla of temerity and the Charybdis of 
timidity. On the one hand men are rushing 
rashly into speech and print with an ap- 
porent love of what the French people call 

izarre —something striking, something 
startling, something sensational, something 
new, and all in the way of destruction, 
ene up nothing to take the place of 
what they try to destroy.” 

The Alumni Association of the seminary 
held its‘seventy-second annual reunion and 
dinner last evening at the Hotel Vendome. 
The address of the evening was made by 
Dr. Lewis Cameron of the Class of ’90, 
who spoke on the “ Limits of Theological 
Readjustment.” 

In_speaking of the religious condition of 
the United States he said that it was a poor 
commentary of what the Church professed 
to be and do that 40,000,000 of its inhabi- 
tants are churchless. It was a condition 
that the Church should carefully investi- 
gate and inquire into, and he believed later 
for the better. He hoped that the time 
would come when the Church would give 
~ | its house ‘cleaning, throwing dust out 
of the windows. Dr. Cameron declared 
that he was opposed to giving up the his- 
torical truths of the Church. Speaking of 
readjustment, he warned his_ hearers 
against too free an acceptance of modern 
theories, yet he thought there was much 
in many of the more modern ideas that 
the Church could well consider. 

The Rev. Leighton Parks spoke on “Dy- 
namics of Conviction.’’ He said that it 
was a question whether the Church is 
losing influencé, “Whether the attendance is 
as great and whether the clergy have as 
much influence with men as formerly. He 
also questioned whether the mén enterin 
the ministry compared favorably wit 
those entering the law, medicine and other 
professions. hether this was true or not, 
there was certainly abundant room for im- 
provement in each rticular, 

‘This is an age of agnosticism,” he said. 
‘“* Everybody is affected by it more or less. 
This is due to the fact that we have more 
knowledge, and our eyes have been so 
opened by that knowledge to the enormity 
of our ignorance that we begin to doubt 
almost. everything. Mankind is afflicted 
with a chronic distrust of everything.”’ 

The apes hoped that the time would 
come when the old-time faith and old-time 
conviction — oe ain. 

The Rev. Dr. Gustave Carstensen spoke 
on ‘‘ The Law of the Church and the Loy- 
alty of the Clergy.’’ Dr.’ Robbins, the 
Dean of the Faculty, spooning of the work 
of the seminary, said that the character of 
the students is growing better every year.

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IN HOLD OF THE MINNEAPOLIS. ~° 


Eleven Had Slipped Aboard at London, 
but Five Were Landed at 
Dover. 


As the steamship Minneapolis, from Lon- 
don, steamed up the bay yesterday morn- 
ing, six lean, sad-looking men were séen 
huddled together alongside the rail well 
forward, looking with longing eyes toward 
the city before them. All of them “were 
good types of the coster boy of the Londo 
music hall. One very short fellow, ‘wh 
face was almost as red as a grenadier’s 
coat, turned to his companions and said 
in a weepy voice: 

“Hit’s a bloomin’ shime, but hif I’d left 
yer down in the ’old, yer’d ‘ave starved 
ter death, an’ 
ashore stiff.’’ 

“Never mind, ’Arry,'’ responded another, 
“yer did the best yer could, an’ we couldn't 
‘ave heaten ‘ay much longer, any’ow.” 

At the pier the men were turned over to 
the immigration authorities fer deporta- 
tion, and it was then learned that they 
had stowed away on the Minneapolis be- 
fore she left London. 

The vessel was not out more than a few 
hours when the ship’s purser noticed walk- 
ing among the other passengers a2 man 
who was not on the passenger Iist. The 
stranger was held up and admitted that he 
was a stowaway. Thinking that there were 
more aboard, the crew searched the ship, 
finally gathering together four others from 
the most inconceivable places. One was 
hauled out of a ventilator, another had 
crept behind-a donkey engine where he 
was slowly roasting to death, and the last 
two were lying close to the bilge keel 
at the very bottom of the ship in.a tem- 
perature almost at the freezing point. 

The steamship then was just abreast of 
Dover, so she put in and dropped the men 
on shore, 

Two nights later one of the sailors was 
standing a watch up forwafd. The night 
was clear and quiet, and as the sailor paced 
back and forward he heard what seemed 
to be the grating of a saw. He did not 
mind it at first, but when the noise con- 
tinued, he investigated and discovered that 
it came from under the hatch cover. The 
cover of the hatch was pried up, and there 
was “’Arry,” lying on his back on top 
of a bale of hay and sleeping as peace- 
fully as though he were in a soft berth. 
A rudé awakening followed, and after he 
had sworn that there were no more men 
down there, he was hustled off to tha 
forecastle. 

The next morning .zhe (was put to work, 
and when the call for dinner was sounded 
he went shuffling up to the steward with 
a big dishpan, in which he received enough 
food for five ordinary men. He did not 
sit with the crew to eat, but went for’ard 
alone and sat on top of the hatch under 
which he had been found. A few minutes 
later he returned to the steward and held 
out his pan for more. After this supply 
had disappeared, he presented himself for 
a,.third time. 

The steward became suspicious fand 
watched the stowaway. ‘“'Arry” and his 

an of food were seen to move to the 
natch. Then ‘“’Arry’” passed down the 
food through a small opening in the hatch. 

The bridge was notified of the perform- 
ance, and another search of the vessel 
began. This time the hunt was more thor- 
ough than it had been before, and. one 
at a time five men were hauled out from 
beneath the cargo-of hay. They all looked 
famished and they told the Captain that 
they had chewed hay from the time they 
went aboard until their companion had 
brought them food.

It is more agreeable to dwell upon yes- 
terday’s later prices than those made 
eatlier and reflecting appreciation of the 
bank statement and gold engagements, 
réinforced by failures in the South and 
worse crop reports. Probably neither of 
the two latter factors should count for 
very much, The failures are important at 
all omy in so far as they indicate general 
eénditions, of which there is lacking con- 
firmatory proof. The strength of the 
produce markets upon scattering reports 
of poor weather. contrast strangely with 
the weakness upon thé much more seri- 
ous be@ause more general report by the 
Government some days ago. It only goes 
to show that prices which sufficed to re- 
sist the earlier news were put into con- 
dition to yield more easily upon news in 
itself less significant. 

It is more difficult to explain away the 
bank statement’s effect as reflected in 
firmer call and time money markets, and 
expectation of continuance of this tend- 
ency. It will be surprising if the next 
statement is not also similar to recent 
previous ones, with cumulative effect, 
and the same is true of the gold exports. 
With respect to these factors it is not 
the first step which.costs, but the lat- 
ter. The market has displayed stability 
resembling stolidity until now, but ‘with 
the surplus losing itself by halves in 
consecutive weeks and, with the gold ex- 
ports breaking records daily almost, this 
equanimity must come to an end, nv 
matter what the confidence in our cur- 
rency system nor what the quantity of 
gold in the country. It is singular to find 
the gold exports concurrent with an ex- 
cess of exports of merchandise of $26,- 
498,639, and of $448,856,321 for ten 
months, not to mention an excess of im- 
ports of gold for ten months of $46,825,- 
262. Of course, such foreign credits do 
not, show that the gold exports must 
stop. The inference is that these state- 
ments of international accounts are un- 
satisfactory. For example, we are im- 
porting $25,000,000 of Japanese securities 
and a canal costing $50,000,000, and nei- 
ther of those items will appear in the 
Treasury figures. The list of omitted 
items might be prolonged. i 

The effect of the day’s news was most 
striking about midday. In later business 
there ‘vas reflected a somewhat general 
traders’ idea that the fall was sufficient 
for the time, and that a rally was about 
due. Prices consequently closed above 
the lowest, but without appearance of

TALK ABOUT CANFIELD 


Twice Recaloitrant and Adjudged in 
Contempt, He Escapes Jail. 


GETS A WRIT OF CERTIORARI: 


To Test Constitutionality of Jerome’s 
Testimony Law—Subpoena Out for 
a New Canfield Witness.

Jesse Lewisohn, reputed possessor of 
certain secrets about. Canfield's gam- 
bling. house, which “the': ‘District ~ At- 
torney seeks to héar, twice refused yes- 
terday to answer questions propounded 
him by Mr. Jerome, and “was saved from 
prison only by a stay of proceedings grant- 
ed _on application of his lawyer; Alfred 
Lauterbach, by Justice Dugro of the Su- 
preme Court. er 

Mr. Lewisohn first. refused to testify in 
secret procecdings before ~Justice Wyatt, 
and a warrant charging him with criminal 
contempt was issued at ones; Before the 
warrant could be served an application for 
a writ of habeas corpus had been granted 
by the Supreme Court.’ He then appeared, 
perforce, before the Grand Jury, where he 
again deciined to give testimony against 
Canfield. This time. he was taken before 
Justice McMahon, who held that his re- 
fusal constituted contempt, and.committed 
him to jail for fifteen days. The executton 
of the commitment was stayed by an ap- 
plication for a writ of certiorari. 

Whether or not Mr. Lewisohn’ was. within 
his legal rights in’ sé¢aling his lips with 
silence will be settled Thursday . morning; 
when the application for the writ of habeas 
corpus will be argued before Justice Dugro, 
and the District Attorney will be heard in: 
opposition to the granting of the writ of 
certiorari. When a decision is reached the 
constitutionality of the new law, enacted by 
the last Legislature under Mr. Jerome's 
whip, and giving the State the right to 
compel recalcitrant witnesses to testify in 
gambling cases, will have been determined. 

Mr. Lauterbach declined to discuss the 
grounds upon which the application for the 
writ of certiorari were based, further than 
to say that the law under which it was 
sought to compel his client. to ‘testify was 
plainly unconstitutional. 

Accompanied by his counsel, Mr. Lewisohn, 
who was served with a subpoena tast Fri- 
day while at Morris Park, réached the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office yesterday morning 
at 9:30 o'clock. He was directed to the 
private office of Assistant District Attor- 
ney Sandford, and word was sent to Justice 
Wyatt. District Attorney Jerome was also 
nofified, and hastened to the room. Upon 
the arrival of Justice Wyatt the oath was 
administered to Mr. Lewisohn, and his 
counsel -’as then notified that his presence 
was noc desired. Mr. Lauterbach protest- 
ed vigorously. He contended that he had 
every right to remain for’ the proceedings, 
and protect the interests of his client. Mr. 
Jerome was adamant, however,- and Mr. 
Lauterbach had to leave. 

No time was lost by Justice Wyatt, who 
announced his readiness to go on with the 
hearing. Mr. Sandford then startéd te ask 
questions of. Mr. Lewisohn. 

“Do you know Richard A. Canfield?” he 
asked. 

“I 40.” 

“Within the last five years have you 
seen Richard Canfield in the premises 5 
East Forty-fourth Street?’” 

““T respectfully decline to answ@r, on ad- 
vice of counsel, upon the ground that it 


might tend to incriminate me,”’ said the 
witness. 

Mr. Lewisohn also refused, on the same 
ground, to say whether he had ever gam- 
bled in the Canfield place, or had seen 
aaah — e eee r. Sandford there- 
upon la nfor on charging Mr,. Lew- 
isohn with criminal. contempt, and the 
warrant.was issued. Patrick J, Rooney, 
associated with Mr. Lauterbach as counsel 
for Mr. Lewisohn, hurried to the Supreme 
Court, where his application for 4 writ of 
habeas corpus was granted. 

Mr. Jerome had, however, another card 
up his sleeve, for he led Mr. Lewisohn to 
the Grand Jury room, where he caused the 
Same questions to be put. Upon Mr. Lew- 
isohn’s second refusal to answer, he was 
carried before Justice McMahon, in Part I. 
ofthe Court of General Sessions. He 
there was a little wait. Finally the Gran 
Jury reported, submitting a presentment 
against Mr. Lewisohn which set forth h 
declination to furnish information demand- 
pa of him... When Foreman Apgar handed 
n the presentment ‘the District Attorney 
addressed the court. He told of ‘the atti- 
tude which had been assumed by Mr. Lew- 
isohn, and said that the Grand Susy wished 
to be advised as.to the proper course to 
pursue, in view of the refusal of Mr. Lew- 
isohn to testify. 

‘Do you still refuse to answer the ques- 
tions put to you by the Grand Jury?” 
Justice McMahon demanded,

Street Jail until 
May 31, in the custody 6f the Sheriff, un- 
less before that time he consents to answer 
the questions set forth in) the presentment 
of the Grand Jury.” : 

County Detectives Reardon’ and Kelly 
took charge of Mr.’ iuewisohn. The writ 
of habeas corpus had been made returnable 
before Justice Dugro at 2:30 o'clock. The 
prisoner was hungry, and, escori¢d by De- 
tective Reardon, he walked to his office 
on, Broadway, where he ate luncheon. 
When he had finished he was taken before 
apatice Dugro, where it developed that 
Shériff Erlanger'’s counsel questioned Jus- 
tice McMahon's commitment. on the ground 
that the Sheriff was not authorized to send 
prisoners to the’ Ludiow Street Jail on a 
criminal charge.. This necessitated another 
trip to the General Sessions. There, after 
some argument, District Attorney Jerome 
suggested that the commitment be made 
to read ‘‘ the common jail.” 

A second trip was then taken to the 
Supreme Court. In the meantime the ap- 
plication for the writ of certiorari directed 
against Justice McMahon had been made 
by Mr. Rooney and, the writ-had issued. Mr. 
Lauterbach, on behalf of Mr, Lewisohn, 
there explained the circumstances under 
which he had applied for both-writs. He 
asked for a stay of proceedings until the 
questions at issue had been determined. 

Mr. Sandford, Assistant District’ Attorney, 
opposed the granting of the. writ of cer- 
tiorari. He did not oppose, he: said, the 
granting, of a temporary stay until argu. 
ment on the application for the writ had 
been heard and a decision reached. Mr. 
Lauterbach said that if a stay were denied, 
Mr, Lewisohn would be punished before he 
had a chance to be heard. 

‘Exactly so,’”’ said Justice Dugro. ‘‘ The 
question of punishment depends on the 
decision. In this court he will not be 
punished first and tried afterward.” 

Justice Dugro, after listening to consid- 
erable argument, paroled Mr. Lewisohn in 
the custody of his counsel until Thursday 
morning, when both writs will be argued. 

Mr. Sandford attached to the papers in 
the habeas corpus proceeding an affidavit 
stating that on May 11, Mr. Jerome laid 
before Justice Wyatt information charging 
Canfield with conducting a gambling house 
at 5 East Forty-fourth Street from Feb. 
1, 1901, continuously until Dec. 1, 1902. 

It developed or, morning that the 
subpoena on r. Lewisohn was not a 
“John Doe’’- affair, but set forte, speciti- 
cally that he was wanted to testify in the 
Canfield case. It was also learned that an- 
other subpoena had. been issued for a wit- 
ness whose name has not heretofore fig- 
ured in the Canfield case. District At- 
torney Jerome refused to say for whom the 
second subpoena had been issued. It is 
understood that the witness wanted 
is a man of wealth and social position.

PRISON FOR NAGELSCHMITT. | 


Judge McMahon Says Pleas for Clem- 
ency Are Baseless—Prisoner Confesses. 


Bertram Nagelschmitt, ex-Vice President 
of the New York Turn Verein and ‘one of 
the Germans who entertained Prince Henry 
during his visit to this city, was sentenced 
to State prison yesterday, haying plended 
guilty, in.the Court of General Sessions, to 
a charge of grand larceny in the second 
degree. It was said that he stole $18,000 
from the H. Herman Lumber Company, by 
whom he was employed as clerk and book- 
keeper. The specific charge to which he 
pleaded was the larceny of $150. Many 
friends, including Coroner Gustav Scholer, 
wrote to the court asking clemency. 

‘I can see no reason for clemeney except 
the accused's act in pleading guilty,’’ said 
Judge McMahon, in passing seritence. ‘‘ By 


his own confession, he stole ep.ene.. or $1,- 
vuo for every year he was in the employ of 
the company. In spite of this admission, 
persons have signed their names to let- 
ters testirying to Nagelschmitt’s good char- 
acter. He stole, he falsified his books to 
conceal his thefts, and he fled from the 
jurisdiction of the law. There is no excuse 
for mercy except, as I have stated, because 
he pleaded guilty and because of his age.”’

Nineteen Men Rescued from Doomed 
Pleiades by Morro Castle’s Crew. 


Capt. Henry Ness and eighteén’ men of 
the Fulton Fish Market fishing schooner 
Pleiades were brought to ‘port’ yesterday 
morning by the Ward Line stéamship Sen- 
eca, their schooner having ‘béen' ‘lost in cét- 
lision with the Ward liner Morto Castle off 
the New Jersey coast during a dénse fog 
on Saturday night.

Charles E. Le Barbier, attorney, fog yDr. 
Woodend, obtained ian order from Judge 
Holt in the United States District Court 
yesterday morning~ prohibiting the arrest 
of Dr. Woodend upon civil process. This is 
to remain in force until the petition against 
Woodend is dismissed, ‘ér until a year after 
pe is adjudicated bankrupt, or a discharge 
n bankriptey is granted. Exceptions to 
the petition are that Dr. Woodend can be 
arrested for contempt, or for disobedience 
of the lawful orders,of a court in bank- 
ruptcy, or “‘on orders issued from a State 
court having jurisdiction.” 

Dr. Woodend, taking the stand in the 
bankruptcy hearing before Special United 
States Commissioner Hitchcock, said that 
the $20,000 in stocks and bonds which he 
surrendered to the receiver had been taken 
to his home fromthe office, they being 
his property. Hig memory was not good.as 
to’the time of his obtaining a loan on bonds 
to the amount of $5,000 of the Peckham 
Manufacturing Company. His former cash- 
fer, R. D. Rumley, had taken to his house 
American Hide and Leather and United 
States Steel stocks in the week of the 
failure, but they also had been his property. 

‘Mr. Grubet brought out the fact that in 
addition to paying large sums to J. De Cor- 
dova. and other. creditgrs, Dr. Woodend had 
telegraphed to the banks in which he had 
deposits to telegraph the sums to De Cor- 
dova.
